•send five pounds of rice by a carrier 
from the village post-ottice and gen- 
era! store to a customer living on a 
rural route, though for sixty cents 
the same package can he sent to Eng- 
land or any of the nine countries.

A BRAVE GIRL 


Terrible Experience While en a 


Smuggling Expedition. 


This tale of heroism displayed by a 


young woman engaged in smuggling 
contraband foods over the Swiss-Ital- 
ian border comes from Geneva: "Mile. 
Poretti, aged eighteen, and ber broth- 
er, aged twenty-three, left Swiss terri- 
tory to cross the Baldisco pass carry- 
Ing contraband goods Into Italy. On 
the summit they were overtaken by a 
violent snowstorm and were soon in 
deep snow. The Forettis roped them- 
selves, the youug man leading. They 
lost their way, and while attempting 
to find the path Poretti fell through 
the snow Into a crevasse into which he 
nearly dragged his sister. Tbe girl, 
however, planted her Ice ax in the 
enow and withstood the shock. 


"Early the next morning several 


smugglers crossing the pass 
from 


Swiss territory into Italian found the 
young girl near the ordinary route tak- 
en by smnpslers and recognized her at 
once, as she belonged to a smuggler's 
family and lived at Cbiavenna. The 
smugglers at once drew up the broth- 
er, but found that he had died during 
the thirteen hours his sister had held 
him by the rope. He had received se- 
vere injuries in the head, and bis body 
Was frozen. 


"The smugglers rarried down the 


brave girl, who was almost uncon- 
scious, as well as the dead body of her 
brother, and notified tbe Poretti family 
at Chiavenna. On reaching the valley 
tne girl bad recovered sufficiently from 
her terrible experience to explain that 
she and her brother had spoken for 
several hours after the accident and at 
last he had said that he felt nothing 
and. wanted to sleep.

1. Tbe parable of the mustard seed 


illustrates the growth of tbe Kingdom 
from very email beginnings to large 
proportions.

women. It was a little flock, and de- 
spised of men as was its shepherd.

all means that tbe mustard tree is 
growing more rapidly than ever. And 
men are now entering with renewed 
zeal upon the great task of evangeliz- 
ing the world in this generation. Where 
is the roan who has been talking about 
the decline of Christianity? He must 
have taken a Rip Van Winkle snooze. 


2. But the Kingdom develops inten- 


sively as well as extensively. 
Its 


growth is marked not merely in the 
multiplication of its subjects, but in 
the constant betterment of their lives, 
individually and socially. The parable 
of the leaven illustrates this phase of 
development Christianity is a perva- 
sive power that enters into all a man's 
being to effect bis gradual transforma- 
tion into the likeness of Christ.

The stranded 
band grew to be a corporate body. By 
a Job here and there I contributed my 
share to the common fund, and be- 
tween us we fought off gaunt starva- 
tion.

"In time of peace prepare for war."

ations in the navy department of the United 
States these days under the direction of Secre- 
tary George von Lengerke Meyer, who has been 
reorganizing the navy to bring about better effi- 
ciency and at the same time save money. 


Of course Mr. Meyer would take all the dread- 


naughts and other fighting craft congress would 
give him. 'out In recent days he baa shown 
greater interest in making the besfc of what he 
has. 


Virtual reorganization has been accomplished 


by Secretary Meyer In the year in which he has 
held the portfolio. He has brought about a saving 
of money in different directions, it is said, and 
many of the changes are the result, direct or 


Indirect, of suggestions offered at his request by officers in all parts of the 
naval service. 


Economy In the use of coal has been brought about by systematic firing, 


economy of steam, replacing defective joints and Journals and stopping 
leaky valves. On the Montana a saving of fifteen tons of coal daily is due 
to systematic firing. With reference to oil the saving has been as great On 
the battleship Georgia improved evaporators have reduced the cost of making 
fresh water 40 per cent. 


Secretary Meyer's reoganization plans include systematic overhauling 


of the vessels at the shipyards after each cruise. This permits the continu- 
ous employment of expert machinists, many of whom formerly would be dis- 
missed after a piece of work was done and not be ready to return when 
needed again. A saving of thousands of dollars in repair work has been 
effected by having repair shops ou shipboard. 


The establishment of a school of marine engineering at Annapolis Is 


another means whereby Secretary Meyer hopes to train for special work 
engineer officers who give promise of being of special value in any part of 
his reorganization plan.

As the space on the first floor of

A farmer 
in Woodbury, Conn., has put in a 
bandy, inexpensive fixture that is use- 
ful the year through, writes Hollister 
Sage In Orange Judd Farmer. He built 


pigs must be Identified for registra- 
tion when they are sold or when a 
buyer is on the place and wishes to 
know of the breeding of this pig or 
that pig or from what particular sow 
it was produced. The breeder who 
has his pigs marked so that he can 
point out any pig as being from this 
or that dam and of this or that breed- 
ing is more liable to make sales to 
the visiting buyer than the one who 
:annot Identify his plga and becomes 
confused or who stammers unsatisfac- 
tory answers when questions are put 
to him with regard to their dams or 
breeding. 


Perhaps the best system of mark- 


ing pigs that is in popular use among 
advanced swine breeders is that which 
consists in notching or puncturing the 
ears at their edges so that the identi- 
fication marks can be easily read at 
a glance from a convenient distance. 
With such a system there Is no loss 
of patience either with the pigs or 
with their owner when identification 
becomes necessary, and there is much 
less chance of the identification marks 
being lost than with the ear tag mark- 
ing system. 


The system referred to is explained 


by the accompanying cuts. One notch 
or puncture in the outer edge of the 
right ear counts one, in the outer edge 
of the left ear' three, in the inner edge 
of the right ear 10, and in the Inner 
edge of the left ear 30. Combinations 
of these notches will serve to number 
np to 100, as is noted from the key. 
The cuts of the other 
three heads 


show how the ears are marked for 
litters Xos. 5, 17 and 41. 


• The litters each year should be num- 
bered In the order of their birth, ali 
the pigs of each separate litter being 
given the same number marking. The 
litter identification number marks 
should also be recorded in a perma- 
ment private herd book and in a small 
pocket herd note and record 
book 


which the herdsman can always have 
at hand ready to refer" to when oc- 
casion calls. The identification marks 
can be represented in these books by 
drawings or sketches similar to the 
ones in the cuts here used to explain 
the system, or they may be recorded 
by simply sketching notched pairs of 
ears without the heads and faces be- 
ing represented.

For 
when the Fourth fell on Sunday he saw no reason 
why it should be celebrated on any other day or 
in any fashion not in keeping with a seem y ob- 
servance of the Sabbath 
Instead of gladly ac- 


cepting the bounty of the calendar and having 
a trilogy, a series of three dramatic and exciting 
davs fraught with danger and dejlght, this gloomy 
per.-onage would have limited the day's events to 
a sermon and a prayer. 


In his records can be found testimony against 


hlii;, for they read: 


"July 4, 1847. Sunday. 
"July 5. Monday morning. This is celebrated 


as the Fourth of July very improperly. Yesterday 
Tsas the day and ministers might have preached 
upon the subject of religious freedom; this would 
have been sufficient and ought to have been sat- 
isfactory. But no; there must be noise, the drum 
must beat and the cannon roar, the children be 
dressed in their best and paraded, and 'Don't 
these children look nice?' 


"Oh, yes, very nice, but if their parents would 


teach them 'to respect their superiors and behave 
with propriety it would be far better. Well, there 
has been a general turnout, rich and poor, young 
and old, all mixed up together. 
This is a free 


country— but not so. It is a country of slave hold- 
ers. 
We hold 3,000,000 of our fellow mortals as 


slaves — and how inconsistent" 


"July 4, 1852. Sunday. 
"July 5. Monday. 
"The community were not satisfied to have 


yesterday as being the Fourth of July because 
they could not serve Satan so openly and boldly 
as today. 
My opinion is that when the Fourth 


of July comes on the Sabbath it ought to be re- 
membered in a suitable and proper manner by 
assembling in the sanctuary and hearing the proc- 
lamation of peace announced from the pulpit, 
'good tidings of great joy which shall be to all 
people.' Suitable prayers and suitable readings 
would be a suitable acknowledgment that our 
blessings are of God, but because this won't do 
we must have a great noise and bustle and much 
that is derogatory to the Christian character must 
be put in operation." 


He didn't like the methods of celebration any 


better when the glorious day fell in the middle 
of the week, for July 4, 1849, he wrote: 


"Wednesday. At the rising of the sun the bells 


of the city are ringing and the cannon roaring, 
calling upon those within hearing to awake, arise 
and call upon their God, and give him thanks for 
this great blessing, our national independence, 
•uhich we this day commemorate by making all 
the noise we can and by acting as well as we 
can and as bad as we can." 


All of which would justify any boy in the 


belief that though the parson may have been a 
God-fearing personage who walked the narrow 
path all his godly days and was never even tempt- 
ed by a lingering desire for pleasant primrose by- 
ways, he must certainly have been rather an 
unpleasant person to live with and that the milfc 
of human kindness which was his portion, though 
it may not have soured, was as certainly lacking 
In cream. 


How different was the letter which John Ad- 


ams In the first flush of joy over the adoption 
by congress of the Declaration of Independence. 
wrote to his wife. Its date. July 3, may give some 
nrdent young Americans excuse for firing their 
crackers before the da^n of the day which even 
lawmakers say nay 
have its claim shattered 


into fiery noise. 


This first historic Adams, first vice-president, 


Fecond presidert of the republic which he helped 
to bring into being, was a good husband. 
Busy 


aa he must have been, for he was a foremost fig- 
ure in the stirring events, "the Atlas of Indepen- 
dence •' the "Colossus o! that debate" -which pre- 
ceded the vet" en the nation-making resolution. 
he wroto on July 3 two letters to his wife, Abigail. 
In one ho said: "Yesterday the greatest question 
was decided ^hich ever *a? debated In America; 
and a greater perhaps never was, nor will be. 
decided araonc rmn 
A resolution was passed 


without one dissenting colony, that these united 
colonies are and of right ought to be. free and 
Independent states" In the other: "The second 
day of -July. 1776. will be the most memorable 
epoch in the history of America. I am apt to be- 
lieve that It will be celebrated by succeeding gen- 
erations as the great anniversary festival. 
It 


ought to be commemorated as the day of deliver- 
ance by solemn acts of devotion to God Almighty. 
It ought to be solemnized with pomp and parade, 
with shows, games, sports, bells, bonfires and 
illuminations, from one end of this continent to 
the other, from this time forward forevermore. 
You will think me transported with enthusiasm, 
but 1 am not I am well aware of the toil and 
blood and treasure that ft will cost us to main- 
tain this declaration and support and defend these 
states 
Yei through all tho gloom I can see the 


rays of ravishing light and glory. I can see that 
th* end Is more than worth all the means; and 
that posterity will triumph In that day's trans- 
action, even though we should rus 1^ which I trust 
in God we shall not" 


Though posterity selected. Instead of July 2, 


July 4. the day on which the formal Declaration

headed by Thomas Jefferson, was discussed and 
accepted, the resolution for Independence was, as 
these letters show, really adopted July 2.

denS'that the colonies desired or that It was to 
their interest to set up for independence. Frank- 
lin looked upon It as an event which, If It must 
come, was lamentable. 


Lexington and Concord and Bunker hill favored 


the radSS. June 7, 1776. Wchard Henry 
the Virginia delegation, following the ^f 
which he had received from the council^ 
ginia. presented a resolution, "That these. 
felonies are and of right ought to be free and 
Independent states; that they are »J9^ fj°m 
all allegiance to the British crown; that allApoliti- 
cal connection between them and Great Britain 
Is and ought to be totally dissolved." John Adams 
seconded the motion and a debate followed. There 
are no authentic reports of these debates. The 
war had not yet been won. Puhlic report of what 
Tca3 said would have been of extreme danger to 
these -men. who, Indeed, would have been hanged 
had good King George been able to get them, but 
hanging men Is like making rabbit pie—you must 
first catch the rabbit 


It is likely that those-who led the debate m 


support of the measure were John and Samuel 
Adams Roger Sherman. Oliver Wolcott, Richard 
Henry Lee and George Wythe. Those opposing 
were probably John Dlckenson, John Jay. James 
Wilson and Robert R. Wilson. It appeared that 
four New England colonies. Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island New Hampshire. Connecticut, and three 
southern colonies. Virginia. Georgia and Nor*31 
Carolina, were prepared to vote at once In the 
Affirmative, but as unanimity was desired a final 
vote was postponed until July 1, and a committee 
compered of Thomas Jefferson. Benjamin Frank- 
lin. John Adams, Roger Sherman and Robert R, 
Livingston, was appointed to prepare a formal 
statement for the world. 


Lee. the mover of the resolution, would per- 


haps have been named chairman of the committee 
had not his wife fallen ill. As It was. Jefferson 
received the honor and save for a few alterations 
by Franklin and Adams the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was written by him. The original draft 
In the state department In Washington, save for 
these Interlineations by Franklin and Adams, Is 
In his handwriting. 


July 1 debate was resumed on the Lee resolu- 


tion. July 2 all the delegates but those from New 
York voted in favor of It and it was of this action 
that John Adams wrote to his wife. The original 
resolution having been carried, the formal decla- 
ration prepared by the committee to show a due 
respect lor the opinion* of mankind was reported 
and discussed until late July 4, when it was finally 
accepted and signed by the president of the con- 
gress, John Hancock, and the secretary. Within 
a week the provincial congress of New York ex- 
pressed its approval. August 2 an engrossed copy 
of the declaration was laid before congress and 
received the signatures of delegates from 13 col- 
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onies, 56 In all, though Matthew Thornton of 
Xe • Jersey did not sign until November. 


Grim Jests were passed. Hancock, writing his 


name large, said that John Bull could read It 
without spectacles and impressed upon his com- 
rades that since the fatal die was oast they 
must "all hang together in this matter," which 
gave Franklin 8 chance for his bon mot, "Yes, 
Indeed, we must all hang together, or assuredly 
we :hall all hang separately." 


A fat delegate — some say It was Harrison, oth- 


ers -^at It was Carter Bruxton of Virginia — said 
to c:-e of light weight, either Carroll of Carrollton 
or 'jerry of Massachusetts: "When it comes to 
hai irir.g'l shall nave greatly the advantage, for my 
neck would be broken at once, while I fear you 
wii d angle In the air and hang for some time." 


The first public celebration of the Declaration

In J857 she listened to the ode written by Ba-
